Sir, — I reapeotitllly beg to' hand ymi 
the following observations of my proapeot- 
ingtoiir through the (IraiiileCreek district. 

The trip from Hope to the aniiimil liaa 
so often been deaiTibed that 1 will pa^a 
over this part ot my j nirney by aiinply 
stating that it ia not a gold country. 

After passing the Summit House the 
geological formation is red granite. Helow 
this the slate formation commences and 
continues all tho way down. Following 
the trail down Whip saw (liileh we strike 
the gravul beiiehea and rolling ridftea cov- 
ering a large extent of country, showing 
the great wash at an earlier period of tho 
earlh'a history. The water receding from 
lakes, and the breaking away of these 
largo bodies of water, by emitinned wash- 
ings formed gravel ridgea, ^jiilchea and 
ravinea where it ia the iiioat likely to 
lind gold. The wash is so exleiiaive, and 
SO much table land or ine.-ni.^ lu-curriii!',, 
makes it diilicult to detenniue where to 
commence or where t j prospect. .S.une 
of these creeks and gulches have been 
prnapectod and a 'little gold found, scarce- 
ly enough to pay eipeuaoa.

Tho ring bore the inscription: "Presen- 
ted by His Majesty the Bmperor of Oer- 
many to Dr. William F. Oarver; Berlin, 
.luno 15, 1881." Tho entire sale brought 
in about S'i, 000. 

Cirv oi- MKXifo, Aug. 12. — Discuaaion 
of tho Cutting cuao goes on in the press 
and among lawyers, whom it interests be- 
cause of the important questions raisod, 
but there is no heat in tho discussion. 
The better class of people hope that the 
Iwo goveriiiiuMits will aoltio thu matter, 
either by a niutiially friendly udjuatinont 
or .tliroiigb eipially friendly arbitration. 
.'\ii interesling qiieation is propounded by 
a learned lawyer, who asks, if Cutting 
bo guilty of libel on both sidps uf the
